Most Americams know all about Yoo-Hoo but there were two other Lears, 
King and Edward. King Lear is a tragic figure; Edward a merry one. Edward 
was born in the early years of the 19th Century in London and died in Italy 
in the late eighties. Lear was a fine landscape artist, but his fame as a 
sketching bumorist far outshone his works on canvas. I suppose he did more 
to popularize the Limerick than anyone who lived before or since his time, 
and not one of his several hundred verses belonging in this category is off 


color. 


Lear is responsible in his NONSENSE BOOKS for the “Owl and the Pussy 

Cat," "Nonsense Cookery," and best of all, his far too few pages of "Nonsense 
Botany.” His book was presented to me at an early age and just as I had 
been put to work studying Gray’s "How Plants Grow." When I could do so un- 
detected, I put down my Gray's Botany and laughed over Lear's illustrations 
of “Plumbunnia Nutriosa" and"Polybirdia Singularis." Lear endowed with 

life most of the common objects of the household, and his droll illustra- 
tions still amuse me in my sixties. Somehow his characters all seemed to 
enjoy themselves and even the Young Lady of Clare who was madly pursued by 
@ Bear and who abruptly Expired when she became Tired, did so with a beau- 
tiful smile. When Edward Lear found it necessary to slay, he made the de- 
funct's last moments altogether happy.
